HE intelligent and discriminating collec- 
tor will need but little incentive to a 
perusal of this catalogue, for the repu- 
tation of Mr. Charles M. Schott, Jr., as a 
collector is so widespread that it seems almost 
superfluous to refer in detail to his unrivalled 
collection of Arms.

Cross bows and longbows were the arms of the 
great majority of her soldiers, but she had one regiment equip- 
ped with matchlock guns with browned barrels and fittings, 
and the familiar name "Brown Bess" came into being and 
stuck to the flintlock musket that succeeded it.

Joseph Manton was the patentee of the tube detonator in 
1818.

Marked 
"G. & I. Wallace,'' and English proof marks, The breech 
has a hinged shield which swings to the left, and inside is a 
striker which has been changed from flint to percussion, the 
outside dummy hammer operating the mechanism, and is so 
made that it may be detached, forming a practical safety.

An Extraordinary Group of Early English Breech Load- 
ing Flintlock Muskets and Fowling Pieces, etc. 

— 56. ENGLISH FLINTLOCK BREECH-LOADING 
RIFLED MUSKET. Length 52% inches, about calibre .69, 
closely rifled. Engraved brass mountings. A plug in the 
breech unscrews so that the charge can be inserted, and when 
the plug is set it forms a sight. Very rare piece. See illus- 
tration on Plate 10. 

The only other known gun of this kind is in the Harrod 
Collection of military arms in England. 

The above and the two pieces following comprise an exceed- 
ingly interesting series of early English flintlock breech 
loading GUNS, the product of inventive geniuses many years 
ahead of their time. 

— 57. ENGLISH FLINTLOCK BREECH-LOADING 
FOWLING PIECE. Length 50% inches. Iron mounted. 
By turning the trigger guard ten times, a threaded plug 
which is set in screws out and the piece can be loaded. Such 
arms are of rare interest, showing as they do the genius of 
inventors whose ideas came so long ahead of the times. Fine 
condition.

This mechanism gave to Major Ferguson his conception of 
the multiple threaded screw which necessitates but one turn 
for withdrawing.

No guns of this action were made by Ferguson. He was the 
patentee, not manufacturer. Major Ferguson's own gun, 
which to-day is in the possession of the family of General De 
Peyster, to one of whose ancestors the Major presented it, was 
made by Joseph Egg, one of England's celebrated gunsmiths. 

59. D. EGG FLINTLOCK FOWLING PIECE. Length 
48% inches. About 16 bore. Beautiful twist barrel. Iron 
mountings with fancy engraving.
